TAVENNER MAYS TO GO EASY 



(By Clyde H. Tavennor.) 

Washington, Nov. 30. — Everybody 
-wants to know about the distri- 
bution of Patronage under the new 
administration. Every member of 
Congress of Democratic faith is re- 
ceiving inquiries and applications 
by the hundred. 

I came on to Washington at an 
earlier date than I Intended, to try 
to discover the prospects of what 
will be don e In a general way, but 
have found out nothing valuable or 
tangible. There Is much guessing 
a nd newspaper talk; but that is all. 
All things concerning the distribu- 
tion of patronage are up In the air, 
so to speak. President-elect Wll- 
s on. who i 8 resting In Bermuda, has 
not, so far aa Is generally known, 
given any Indication of his Inten- 
tion on this subject. Nothing def- 
inite will b e known until he apeaks. 

The only things certain at this 
writing are: 

1. President Taft has by execu- 
tive order placed all the fourth- 
class postmasters under the Civil 
Service; that is. all postmasters 
drawing lesa than $1,000 per an- 
num. This meang that th e present 
fourth-class postmasters will hold 
for life, or during good behavior, 
unlets Prealdent Wilson reTokes 
President Taft's order. Whether 
he will revoke it nobody knows. 

J. Most of th e place,, worth hav- 
ing except those which have to be 
•confirmed by the Senate have been 
for some time under civil aervlce. 
This greatly lessens the number of 
positions formerly available. 

3. For twenty yeara the custom 
ha 8 been for federal officials ap- 
pointed for four years, such as 
postmasters. V. 8. Marshals, etc. to 
serve out their terms unless they 
took part In politics during their 
terms. Whether this custom will 
be continued It Is Impossible to say. 

4. President Taft Is said to have 
declared hlg Intention to fill all va- 
cancies as »oon as they occur. But 
whether the Senate will confirm his 
appointees, or hold up their nomi- 
nations, it is impossible to even 

' guess. 

5. The custom has been for the 
patronage of any particular State 
to be directed through the Sena- 
tors and Representatives thereof 
who are of the same political per- 
suasion as the administration, If 
any such there he, and If none 
auch, then through the national 
committeeman or some dependable 
friend or friends. Under tht B ar- 
rangement Representatives are de- 
pended upon to recommend post- 
masters In their own districts while 
Senators are depended upon to rec- 
ommend postmasters In Congress- 
ional districts not reprsented by 
Congressmen of th e sara e political 
faith as th e President. Senators 
are also depended upon to recom- 
mend for marshalshlps and offices 
of that kind, Including department- 
al positions and places in th e consu- 
lar and diplomatic service, and In 
fact all offices not local. Of 
course, as a rule, the Senators con- 
sult with Representatives In these 
matters, all trying to do the most 
possible for their constituents. 

6. What scheme for selecting 
postmasters, etc., President Wilson 
and his Cabinet may adopt Is whol- 
ly conjectural. Some advocate one 
plan and some another. Conse- 
quently It might be best for those 
intending to b e applicants to let 
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ed the district by less than a 
and, Congressman Johnson won ov- 
er Ed Baasett. his "Bull Mooee" 
opponent, by 15, XI plurality, and 
had 8,540 majority over Baasett 
and J. C. Thompson, th e regular 
Republican candidate.

BAPTIST MINISTER SKNT 

TO JAIL FOR CONTEMPT 



Elliabethtown, Ky., Nov. 30.— 
Special Judge W. J. Sandldge, of 
Russellville, reconvened the Hardin 
Circuit Court In extra session this 
morning to try a number of equity 
cases continued from last week. 
The most notable incident of the 
day's proceedings was the sentenc- 
ing of the Rev. Thomas J. Duvall. a 
well-known Baptist minister, to Jail 
for contempt of court. Mr. Duvall 
was sued by his wife for divorce 
and alimony some time ago, and 
Judge Sandldge, who wa a then 
presiding as special judge, ren- 
dered a decision In the alimony 
suit which highly Incensed the min- 
ister, who considered it excessive. 
Mr. Duvall has since been making 
public addresses against divorces in 
general. 

The minister to-day, while court 
was In session, endeavored to talk 
In open court, when the Judge com- 
manded him to sit down and to 
keep quiet. 

The minister answered: "The 
court and the lawyers ner e have 
robbed me of everything I had." 
whereupon Judge Sandldge sent the 
preacher to Jail for twenty-four 
hours. Mr. Duvall was formerly 
the pastor of a Baptist church in 
Louisville anil is well known 
throughout this State and Missouri.

Washington. Nov. 30. — Preal- 
dent T«Xt, through the Department 
of Justice, to-day removed from of- 
fice Eugene Noltke, United States 
Marshal for the Western district of 
Texas, and D. E. Lyon. Marshal 
for the Eastern section of that 
State. 

The two Marshals were removed 
"for the good of the service." and 
were charged with "pemlcioua po- 
litical activity" In behalf of Col. 
Cecil Lyon, former Republican Na- 
tional Committeeman from Texas, 
wbo waa the leading suppoter of 
Col. Roosevelt, In that State. 

Bert J. MacDowell, of Del Rio, 
was appointed to suceed Noltke and 
Phil E. Baer. of Paris, to succeed 
Lyon. These removals *ere the 
first 'President Taft has made "for 
pernicious political activity" since 
the election. 



McHenry, Ky., Nov. 30. — Four- 
teen hundred coal miners and their 
families, living in and about Mc- 
Henry, are facing a desperate sit- 
uation, due, they claim, to failure 
on the part of th e Illlnola Central 
Railroad Company to furnish cart 
sufficient to carry away the output 
of the coal mines of Ohio county. 
For the last eighteen months they 
hav e worked on an average of bat 
two daya a week, and were It not 
for the fact that they are being ex- 
tended credit by th e company storea. 
many would be on the brink of 
starvation. They ar e fast approach- 
ing that point, however, for the 
reason that their limit, in the mat- 
ter of credit, has almost been reach- 
ed, and the day is not far distant 
when the company stores, it is 
feared, will turn „ deaf ear to the 
men and women who seek supplies 
without money. 

Although conditions are border- 
ing on the critical, they are not as 
desperate us one not knowing the 
thrift of the miners would Imagine. 
There have been but one or two 
cases o' absolute destitution, and 
these hav« been speedily relieved 
by the more fortunate the moment 
they were discovered, there being a 
fellow feeling among the men who 
work underground here that is 
rarely found among other classes of 
people. The constant danger at- 
taching to the work of the miner ,ls 
said to be responsible for this, and 



cars to fill them. Whether the 
mine is In operation or not.there Is 
a fixed cost of about t . a day at- 
tached to It, for the reason that the 
mine has to be kept dry a nd conse- 
quently the pumps are kept going." 

I'robably because It is to th e in- 
terest of the operators to keep the 
miners about their plants in the 
hope that present conditions will be 
remedied soon, they are carrying 
the miners on their books to the ex- 
tent of thousands of dollars. 

"The company stores have credit- 
ed the men to the extent of $5,000 
doubtless." said Charlea Vance, who 
has been mining coal In Ohio coun- 
ty for the laat twenty /ears. "The 
men have no fault to find with the 
operators. They are doing all In 
their power to relieve conditions, 
but their hands are tied. They tell 
tne that they have the orders for 
Coal, enough to keep the men busy 
alx days out of th« week. If they 
could but get the cars, but thev 
can t. The railroad company Just 
Won't furnish them. 

"Conditions have reached a 
point." he continued, "where the 
operators are compelled to begin 
withdrawing their support from the 
men. I cannot blame them. The 
atage has now arrived where a wo- 
man .when, with tear, in her eyes. 
sl' e asks the company store for a 
dollar. Is given a half. It ig the 
heicinnlng of the end. and unless we 
receive immediat» relief, the crash 
Will come speedily." 

Those In charge of the various 
mines In Ohio county are silent con- 
cerning the cause for present con- 
ditions. 

"Their lips are sealed." said 
"l'ncl e Charlie" Vance, "because 
they fear the railroad. They have 
been told by the mining company 
lifad B to say nothing for fear the 
railroad will go a step farther than 
it bag already gone, and they are 
following orders. It would be as 
much as their Jobs are worth to dis- 
obey." 

When asked why It was that the 
railroad company was unable to 
supply t he mines with enough cars 
te handle their output. "I'ncle 
Charlie." considered th e sage of the 
miner* in Ohio county, stroked his 
chin knowingly and said In a whis- 
per that there waa a belief on tbe

CERTAIN RULES WHICH OBTAIN 

And Must B; Obeyed By the 
Armies of Civilized 
Nations. 

THK POLITKXMM OF FIGHTING 



War— that is, warfare between 
civilized nations— baa Its code of 
etiquette, known a„ the customs of 
war. some of which are written, 
•therg tacitly agreed oil. 

Obvious examples of lighting eti- 
quette are tin- rules which protect 
the Red Cross flan of the arrbu- 
lance, and forbid th e ue e of explo- 
sive., or, within limits, expanding 
bullets. 

Nominally, a Ceneral W use 
any means in his power to bring big 
foe to subjection, but there is a 
well defined boundary lint. A 
leader may cut off bis enemy's food 
and water supplies. H e mny sub- 
Jed him to all the horrora of fam- 
ine and thirst; but he must not 
polBOn his food or water. 

Suppose a place is besiepitd and 
that outside the walls ire wells 
which the besiegers cannot effec- 
tively hold, and which the bes! <z- 
ed can reach under cover of irttfit. 
The besieger would be Just: fed | u 
sending parties to fill up th e «..lls 
with earth and stones, or to de- 
stroy them with dynamite. On the 



prisoner of war, provided he Is not 
dlscufaod. 1 

If a commander take 8 part in a 
charge, or persistently exposes him- 
self to flic, he must take his chance 
I of being s!u»t; but In big affairs It Is 
not the "game" to detail marksmen 
to try to "pick off" your opponent's 
general, though every effort may be 
made to captur e him. 

When a city or town la bombard- 
ed, public buildings — uuless used 
for defensive purposes— should be 
spared BO far o 8 possible. When a 
plac e In captured, t£e victorious foe.

I To Injure or destroy them would bo 
the act of a vandal.

On motion of the 
defendants by their attorneys, it is 
ordered that thl B suit be dismissed.' 

"No doubt the Idealized hero of

Jefferson county Is afflicted with 
hookworm to the extent of 20 per 
cent, of th e population, and 15 per 
cent, more of the populace are af- 
flicted with other intestinal para- 
sites. 

This startling declaration was 
made recently by Dr. W. W. Rich- 
mond, a member of the State Board 
of Health, after three weeks' cam- 
paign In the county. Dr. Richmond 
and two assistants from the State 
Bacteriological Laboratory have ex- 
amined more than 700 specimens 
during this period and fee( that this 
Is a fair percentage on which to 
base their assertions regarding the 
county. 

Dr. Richmond has visited twenty 
public schools during th e three 
weeks and delivered twenty-five 
lectures. Most of these have been 
on the general subject or the con- 
servation of health and sanitation. 
Polluted air, soil and water and un- 
clean food also have come In for 
considerable comment by the phy- 
sician. 

In co-operation with the State 
Board of Health the Jefferson 
County Board of Health has been 
working. Dr. B. W. Smock, county 
health officer, baa been actively en- 
gaged with Dr. Richmond 

In their examinations of speci- 
mens the physicians have coverod 
every section of th e country. Be- 
sides hookworm they have found 
many specimens of round worm 
and tapeworm, both of which are 
preventable intestinal paraaltes 

In combating the Inroads of the 
Intestinal parasites the board of 
health Installed dispensaries In va 
rlous parts of the county. At these 
places specimens wer, received and 
examined and th, proper treatment 
for the diseases given. 

During the last few montha the 
State Board of Health ha g been con- 
ducting a State-wide campaign 
against the hookworm and other 
diseases. During that time more 
than $5,000 specimens have been _

A very sad and unfortunate kill- 
ing ocurred near Sunnydale, this 
county, about 7 o'clock last Satur- 
day evening, when Claude White, a 
young man about 18 years old, was 
shot and instantly killed by Cliff 
Burden, who w„ returning home 
from his day, work. Burden came 
to town and surrendered to the au- 
thorities. The Coroner, Dr. A. B. 
Riley, was called and empaneled 
th e following Jury: A. C. Coy, J. 
L. Gillum, G. W. Russell, Lawrence 
Bunger, Lee Lewis and M. G. Funk. 

After hearing the evidence the 
following verdict waa returned, 
signed by all: "We, the Jury And 
the following verdict, that Claude 
White, ag e 18 years, came to bis 
death November 30, 1912. at 7:16 
p. m. at the hands of Cliff Burden, 
who shot him In self defense, think- 
ing he (Claude White), waa trying 
to do him bodily harm, not knowing 
who It waa." 

After the verdict w„ returned 
Cliff Burden waa ordered released 
and be returned home with his 
father and other friends Sunday 
afternoon. 

From the best w e can learn, 
there being no eye witness. Cliff 
Burden wa, returning home from 
his days work and on the road, at 
a dark place, young Whit* jumped 



and grabbed Burden and when he 
did this, Burden tired, striking him 
over the right e» the ball passing 
through hi, brain fracturing the 
skull on the opposite side. Burden 
saw the man fall and ran and notifi- 
ed parties what had happened and 
the neighbors soon came on the 
scene and discovered that It was 
young White, who had evidently 
only attempted to frighten his 
friend and neighbor, Burden. 

The unfortunate part of the 
whole affair is, that Burden had a 
Pistol with him. This thing of car- 
rying plBtols around promiscuously 
should be gtopped. aa ahould algo 
the practice of trying to acare peo- 
ple.

M'LEAN COUNTY FARMERS 
FAVOR CUTTING IT OUT 

As Regards Tobacco— An Ap- 
peal For Other Farmers 
To Do Likewise.

WHAT FARMERS SHOULD READ 



In the November American Mag- 
azine appears an article about Pro- 
fessor P, 0. HotwMi of the Iowa 
State Colleg e of Agriculture, who 
taught th e people of his State how 
to raise more and better corn. Since j 
he began his work nine years ago, 
th e average yield of corn in Iowa { 
has increased 2 7,0011.000 bushels 
annually. The following is an ex- 
tract: 

"If you were told that one man 
hud Increased the wealth of one 
State by thirty million dollar g you 
would be inclined to b e skeptical, 
yet that was the declaration of Gov- 
ernor Cummins, of Iowa, with ref- 
erence to the contributions of Pro- 
fessor P. G. Holden to the knowl- 
edge °f Wra raising in that State. 
Professor Holden occupies a chair 
In the Iowa State College of Agri- 
culture, and outside of this, holds 
a unique position, which has heen 
aptly characterized as that of the 
evangelist of scientific agriculture. - 
He has done more than any one 
man to popularize the work of the 
Iowa Agriculture College among 
the farmers there. He soon dis- 
covered, in his college work, that 
the farmerg a . not going to learn 
how to farm: but, on the other 
hand, had very little use for the 
scientific farmer. To change this 
condition became the professor's 
ambition. His thinking on the sub- 
ject evolved big ideas which re- 
sulted in the establishment of the 
farmers' short courses, special seed- 
corn trains, the county demonstra- 
tion work on the county poor farm, 
the State corn show, a nd finally the 
National Corn Kxpositlon. Thes' 
have made it possible for him to go 
to the farmers instead of waiting 
for them to come to him. 
I "Professor Holden is an enthu- 
siast whose enthusiasm is conta- 
gious. His convictions are deep- 
seated and anything he believes in 
h e can make others g e e as he does. 
For this reason he was abl e to go 
to presidents of railways and con- 
vince them that it was to their In- 
terest to run special seed-corn 
trains and pay all the expenses. 

"Th e special tia!n g would have 
!><■< n failures if Professor Holden 
had not known how to tell wnat he 
knew. Ho did most of the speak- 
ing, until his assistant had learned 
how to talk to farmers in their own 
language. Farmers will accept 
scientific facts from Professor Hol- 
den as readily and gladly as child- 
ren will take sugar-coated pills. 

"Part of his success is due to the 
fact that he exploits only one Idea 
at a time. When he went out on 
his first Beed-rorn train, his slognn 
was Test your seed corn,' saying 
nothing about the preparation of 
the soil, fertilization, or cultiva- 
tion. He asked the farmer to 
study his own cornfield and he 
would discover that about one- 
fourth of the stalkg «W» loafing 
around all summer, doing nothing.' 
This was due to poor germination 
of the seed, and the latter required 
as much cultha^ion and care a „ the 
thrifty stalk. The effectiveness of j 
this sort of teaching is shown In the 
Increase of an average of 27,000,- 
000 bushels annually In Iowa, since 
Professor Holden began hU work 
In that State."

The examination is open to all 
male citizens of th P Cnited States 
who can comply with the require- 
ments. 

Application Form 1341, and full 
information concerning the re- 
quirements of the examination, can 
be secured from the secretary of 
the local examining hoard or the 
postmaster at any of the places 
named above, or from the C. S. Civ- 
il Service Commission. Washington, 
D. C. 

Eligible" on registers established 
prior to March 1. 1912, can be con- 
sidered for appointment only at the 
office for which they were examin- 
ed. Such ellgible8 may b e examin- 
ed within one year from the date of 
their former examinations upon fil- 
ing applications showing that they 
meet the requirements of the new 
examination, their old eligibility for 
their home offices not being cancel- 
ed. 

Applications should be properly 
executed and filed with the Com- 
mission at Washington. As exam- 
ination papers are shipped direct 
from the Commission to the places 
of examination, it l a necessary that 
applications be received In ample 
time to arrange 'or the examina- 
tion desired at th e place indicated 
by the applicant. The Commission 
will therefore arrange to examine 
any applicant whose application is 
received in time to permit the ship- 
ment of the necessary papers. 

An eligible register for the posi- 
tion of rural carrier for each coun- 
ty will be maintained. A person 
mtiHt b P examined in the county in 
which the post-office that supplies 
his home is situated. As a result of 
such examination he may become 
eligible to appointment ag rural 
carrier at any post-office In such 
county. A rural letter carrier af- 
ter one year's satisfactory service 
may bo transferred to the position 
of clerk or carrier in a first or sec- 
ond class post-office, to the position 
or railway mail cler... or to other 
positions In the classified service, 
subject to such examination a g may 
be required by the civil service 
rules.

A City Where Cvsry House Faess Ts- 
v»«rd the S.«. 

Every house In Charleston faces sea- 
wsrd. It frequently bj huw I W that the 
Streets do not adjust themselves to tills 
disposition of the bouse plan. In which 
case the street Hue Is calmly disre- 
garded anil the bouse Is liullt mo that it 
shall square with the four points of 
the compass. The result of this Is 
curious and most interesting, at times 
disconcerting, but frequently as pleas 
Ing as one of Whistler's audacious and 
unexpected i-olor schemes. 

As In the mansions uf old Virginia, 
the general form of the Charleston 
houses Is very simple, and tbey depend 
for I heir beauty upon the Hue balance 
and spacing uf d<H>r* and windows, the 
character of the cornice and. above all. 
upon the dlgnlfled beauty and classic 
porticoes and galleries which adoru one 
side of each structure. 

Hut Charleston has another and quite 
unique architectural feature in the 
arched and ornate walla of moss grown 
brick which close In all of the tine 
residences and the highly decorative 
wrought iron gateways which give sc- 
cess to the private grounds. In a city 
which was at one time the port or 
call of nil the pirates of the Spanish 
main— where one day it was found ad- 
visable to bury forty of these worthies 
under the sen wall of the city, where 
half civilised negroes formed slwsys 
an overwhelming mnjorlty of the popu- 
lation. It was the part of common 
prudence to erect a strong harrier be- 
tween the streets sud the private de- 
mesnes of the better Class residents. 
Out of this necessity grew the Infinite 
number of gates snd grlllsges of 
twisted Iron which are the chief pride 
of Charleston today and whose only 
rivals are the far famed gates of 
Seville. These marvels of wrought 
and besten Iron were all the work of 
local smiths. I was told that no two 
gates of the city were of similar de- 
sign, snd I certainly saw no single ex- 
ample which was not in Itself bean- 
tlfnl.

Tbey represent HV throwers, out- 
looks, mere viewers of the country 
rnimdnlMiiit, men iitnhent and con- 
templative, others -luring a foot race 
and in every eoncrivuli'e posture and 
posltloo. They are not reel flesh and 
blood men. however— n. thing but stoue 
syenite— yet nothing cug convince the 
Indians that tbey ate not genuine.

A large hand, however, one 
day discovered a way to get In by a 
precipitous route and finally reached 
the top. It resulted as the chief bad 
said, and they never got down alive.—
